I have the hcnour to present to you my first Annual 
Report for the year 1949. 

The Réesistrar Goneral has cstimated that the Civilian 
Population was 2,210, mid-19)9. 


The number of live-births was 346, sivins a rate of 16.29 
per 1,000 estimated resident population. This rate approximates 
to that of Enzland and ‘iales, viz. 16.7. In the decade 1901 -' 1910, 
the birth-rate in Englend and Wales was 27.2, and since then there 
has boen a prosrecsive decline until in 1942 it had fallen to 
14.2. In the post-war years however, the rate beran to rise arain 
until in the year 1947, it was 20.5 since when it has again 
declined to 16.7 in 1949. <A similar decline is taking placé in 
New Romney Borough from 22.39 and 19.90 in 1947 and 1948 respectively 
to 16.29 in 199, =. 


It is very sratifying to record that there were no dcvaths 
amoncst infants ‘under one year of age. The infant mortality rate 
is therefore nil, and “s this rate is usually regarded as being 
-an index cf the social conditions of Districts, those in New Romney 
should be resarded as being satisfactory, if asv-essed only from 
tiis index. This nil rate is also an index of the care devote to 
the health of infants by all those responsible, naaely, by Medical 
Practitioners, Midwives, Maternity Nurses and Health Visitors, 
and also is a reflection of the excellent wrk done in the Child 
Welfare Centre, where the staff is ably assisted by voluntary 
workerse 


It is also very pleasing to record that.there were no 
stillbirths and no fAsaths amon ‘st mothers due to child-—birth' 
or other maternal causes. ‘These gratifying results are a tribute 
to the Practitioners and liidwives responsible for their ante-natal 
and obstetric care. ~ i. la 


Altorether there were 18 deaths in males, and 16 in females 
giving a crude death-rate of 15.39 per 1,000 resident population. The 
Registrar General has provided a comparability factor (0.86) which 
is calculated for the+«purpose of securin; comparability between 
local death-rates, age and sex distribution being taken into 1. ount, 
and when the crude death~-rate is so adjusted it becomes 13.2h, 
compared with that of England and ‘iqles, viz lle7e The Hajority 
of the deaths occurred amongst arsed people and as New Romey. borough 
is a healthy district, it is probable that there is a rreater 
proportion of aged people than there is for example in larve 
industrial districts. 


. The chief cause of deaths (See table) was Heart Diseases 
end the related Intra-cranial vascular lesions. This is. the 
coiumon ex >crience throughout the Country. It is knowm that many 
heart and vascular disenses sych as high blood pre:sure, 
neuro—circulatory asthenia, effort syndrome and possibly angina 
ectoris and coronary thrombosis are psycho-sonmatic which may be 
defined as being the exhibition of physical illness due to 
prolonecd mental stress or anxiety and it may be stated that 
there are more excitin: causes in this era of civilisation thon 
At any othere 


Cancer caused the second hiphest number of deaths, as 
as expected. These deaths occur chiefly in later life, and 
marly diarnosis is cssential for successful treatient. 


There wore two deaths from Tuberculosis of the lunzs 
(1 
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Sr innmct vectors such 1s flies and moscuitoes, and of vermin 
such as rets and micc,. Thc virus has bcoen found in the human 
nose and throat and facces and’also in sownge. It may therefcre, 
be spread directly from one person te another by droplet sprey, 

nS in sneezing or coughing or may be spread indircetly by food or 
drink or other vehicle which has been contaminated by a healthy 
or convalescent carricr whose personel habits particularly 

with regerd to uncican hands after dofaccation, nrc not cxoemplarye

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The same iacasures apply to the prevention of food poisoming 
casese No cases woae, however, notificd during thc yonor which is 
an indication that reagsonablo care has becn taken in tho hygienic 
production of food tnd drink, -nnd also in testimony to tho 
supervision exorted by the Sanitary Inspoctor. 

There were no casos of the other ecrious infectious disccses, 
endemic in this country, 5 for cxcmple Typhoid or Paratyphoid Fever, 
Dysentory and Iicningococcal infcction or Encephalitis Icthorgicns
